The well-known publicist, M. An-|

He reads lit 
tle, observes little; he 1s stolid, self- 
satisfied, without foresight, ignorant. 
He is at the beck and call of the 
forces which rule the country. Upon 
it the military state rests—it is one of 
the pillars on which it raises its hier: 
archial edifice. 

The wricer considers that the young 
men of the university form a caste 
which is closely linked with the caste 
of the army. 

The student !mitates the lleutenant, 
He adopts his stif carriage, his re- 
strained walk. He wears his mus- 
tache in the same way; he bows with 
the same click of the heels. This unt- 
versity cas.2 is also a devout support- 
er of the Government, «nd of the Goy- 
ernment not as representin, some 
principle or other, but simply as such, 

There is, he goes on, ju the German 
nature, I will not say a natural serv- 
jlity, but an inborn tendency to obed- 
jence, an inveterate respect for power. 
The youth of the university shares the 
sentiments with the majority, but 
other consideration enter into his at- 
titude. The attachment of the stu- 
dent and also of the professors to 
the Government is due ro doubt to a 
sincere conviction that on it the na- 
tional greatness depends. But this 
conviction is further strengthened by 
the knowledge of the advantages to} 
be found in subservianc to the pow- 
ers that be. The cry of the stomach | 
(sic) is in harmony with the cry of| 
the heart. 

Among the German students is 
found no trace of the intellectual mea- 
sles, which seizes on the young 
Frenchman—an Englishman for that 
matter—in the first year of university 
life, «nd passes off in a harmless, 
even salutary, eruption of red ties. 
The writer’s conclusion is: The youth 
of Germany today does not resemble 
the young man of 1830. He does 
not march in the vanguard toward 
a future of liberty and consolation. He 
bends his neck to the yoke, and does 
not find it galling.

states. The question of the desirability 
of purchasing or of growing one’s own 
plants must be decided by the planter. 

Field practices in the cultivation of 
sirawberries vary in different sections 
of the country to conform to climatic 
and soil conditions, ‘Tbe fnctor most 
tu tluenced by conditions of soft and cli- 
mate is the time of setting. In some 
sections the rainfall will permit of ei- 
ther spring or autumn planting, while 
tn others plants can only be successful- 
by set during the fall, 

Selection of Soil, 

The soll considered best suited to the 
evitivation of the strawberry in the 
northeastern part of the United States 
4s what fs known as a sandy or gravel- 
ly loam. A warm, quick soll, although 
naturally poor, is to be preferred to a 
heavy, retentive soil well supplied with 
plant food, ‘The lacking plant food caa 
easily be supplicd by the addition of 
fertilizers, while the pbysical charac 
terisUes of the soll can only be modi- 
fied with great difliculty by cultivation, 
draivage aod the addition of organte 
matter, Congenital soll and exposure 
are therefore important cousiderations, 
The plants not ouly thrive better ou 
Hght soils, but the crop is more abun- 
dant, and the berries are larger and 
sweeter. The pertod of maturity can 
also be modified within reasonable lm- 
fis by selecting soils which force or ro- 
tard ripening, by securing soutberp or 
eastern exposures, Which give (he plants 
the adyantnge of the frst warm days 
of sprivg, or by placing them on north- 
erp aud western slopes, where by the 
use of heavy mu'ebes the tine of rip 
ening may be delayed as much as ten 
days, and by the use of late ripening 
purts can be extended even Jonger. 

‘The land to be devoted to the grow- 
fog of strawberries sbould, Uf possible, 
be planted ip a cultivated crop, such 
fs potatoes, beans or corn, at least one

It is important that the plant- 
er give careful attention to this point 
in making bis plantation, as a patch 
made up of pistillate sorts alone will 
be unproductive, while many such 
sorts when properly interspersed with 
perfect flowered varieties have proved 
to be our largest fruited sorts and most 
prolific bearers. ‘There is no way of 
distinguishing the perfect from the 
imperfect plants when not in bloom, 

When to Set the Plants, 

There are several considerations 
which govern the thme and manner of 
selting strawberry plants, The time 
to plavt depends in humid regious more 
upon the rainfall than upon any other 
factor, If there are not timely rains 
at the planting seasun to give the 
plants an opportunity to establish 
themselves the stand will be uneven, 
with the resnit that more work will be 
required to keep the land free from 
weeds and more trouble will be neces- 
sary to get the blank spaces occupied 
by runners from the plants that sur- 
The plants that withstand the 
drought are cheeked and dwarfed. 
They seldom recover so as to make 
either sausfactory croppers or plant 
producers. It is most satisfactory aud 
most economical, therefore, to choose 
that senson which offers most sdvan- 
tages at planting time, other things be- 
ing equal ty general there are only 
two seasons for plaoting-spring and 
fall—but-io some lovalities spring plant- 
ing should be done in April or May by 
the use of the preceding season's 
plants, while in others It may be done 
in June from the crop of runners of 
the same senson. 

In irrigated regions planting can be 
done at whatever season the work will 
give best results tn fature crop pro- 
dnetion. In humid regions rainfall is 
a determining factor. Ip the northern 
half of the prairie region west of the 
Mississippi spring planting gives best 
results, In the middle Atlantic states 
the work is divided between spring 
and August planting, with the balance 
in favor of the latter in some locall- 
tes. In New England the work ts 
chiefly confined to the spring months, 
aithougb there ure ebthusiastic advo- 
entes of fall planting. In coast states 
south of New York Angust and Sep- 
tember planting is most extensively 
practiced, purticniarly upon the mors 
retentive soils. In the trucking region 
on the islands about Charleston, 8. C., 
epring planting Is extensively prac- 
liced, as it resultsin a paying crop the 
following sear, while only a small erop 
ean be barvested from fall set plants. 
On these quick soils the plant can bo 
grown as an annual, and 
south, In Georgia and Wlorida, the fall 
fet plants will return a profitable crop 
the folluwing epring.

Two of the biggest jobs of surveying 
ever attempted are the marking of the 
boundary between Alaska and Canada, 
which haz just been completed, and 
the marking of the southern bo ry 
of Canada, which is now in prc 
Both surveys are of a difficult

and the Alaskan boundary particulary |

regions traversed. 

The most difficult part of the line! 
was that starting at Mount St. Elias, 
on the southern shore of the peninsula 
of Alaska, and running southeast along 
eighty-three peaks of the coact range 
to the head of the Portland channel, 
a distance of about 700 miles. Much} 
of this section of the b-undary was in- 
accessible, and could only be reached 
where it was crossed by inlets con- 
nected with the sound that parallels 
the coast. From these points the 
peaks that mark the boundary, as well | 
as the topography along the line, were | 
located and mapped by triangulation 
and photo-surveying methods.

Seventy miles north of Lukoshi we 
found a stump, quiet evidently a sort 
of sacrificial altar, as it was decorat- 
ed with human skulls, mostly those 
of little children. The territory in 
which this was found was occupied by 
the Waleshi until less than three 
years ago. They were the worst 
slave traders of all the tribes of this 
section. It was very largely for their 
lawlessness and absolute disregard of 
the decrees of the Compagnie Kassal 
that they were driven from the country 
in which they had operated for 50 
many years.

His 
capacity is limited by the supply and 
by that only. 

The Eskimo cannot make any mis- 
take about the manner of cooking his 
food, since, as a rule, he does not cook 
it. Nor, so far as the blubber or fat 
ofthe arctic animal is concerned, is 
the Nskimo concerned about his man- 
ner of eating it. Indeed, he may be 
said not to eat it at all. He cuts it

The machines are so perfect that 
they cut the wire of which the pins 
are made into pieces of tho right 
length, head, point, polish and sort 
them, They are then put into an 
other machine, which affixes them to 
the paper at the rate of 80,000 to 
100,000 per hour.

The Centenary of the Steam Engine 

It is s il Jess than a hundrec years 
sinco the building of Stephenson's 
‘Rocket,’ and there are many who 
think of it as the first locomotive; but 
it was not, nor was Stephenson the 
original inventor of steam traction on 
rallways. Doubtless his genius well 
deserves the fame which it has won, 
as do s that of Fulton and Morse; yet 
it car scarcely be disputed that all 
three of those illustrious benefactors 
of the race cid their great works in 
the successful adaptation and combina- 
tion of elements which had previously 
been discovered and employed by oth- 
ers, 

The germ of the locomotive was first 
displayed by Trevithick, at the end of 
the eighteenth century, but he lacked 
the genius or the persistence to bring 
it to perfection. It was left to Wil- 
liam Hedley, chief engineer of the 
historic Wylaa colliery, near Newcas- 
tle-on-tyne, assisted by his colleagues, 
Timothy Hackworth, to produce in 
June 18138, & practical locomotive 
steam engine for use on the colliery 
railroad, This epoch-making machine 
which was named ‘Puffing Billy,’ and 
is still preserved in the South Ken- 
sington Museum, worked satisfactorily 
and was the prototype of many others 
which were widely used for fifteen 
years, until in 1829 the Liverpool & 
Manchester Railroad Company encour- 
aged Stephenson to devise and build 
the Rocket. The Newcastle engin- 
eer’s achievement of just a century 
ago may therefore be regarded as the 
beginning of what must rank among 
the three or four most valuable and in- 
fluential mechanical inventions in the 
history of the .orld.

The First Plug Hat 
The shiny silk cylindrical hat, some 
times called topper, high hat, plug, 
high dicer, stove-pipe, or four-gallon 
hat, by the irreverant, seems fated to 
disappear, after little more than one 


century of existence. In England the 
place of its origin, it was long esteem 
ed the very highest badge of respect 
ability, so much admired that varsity 
crews rowed races and varsity eleveng 
played cricket in correct shiny bell 
toppers. 

This form of headgear was first 
seen in London on January 15, 1797, 
when John Hetherington, a haberdash- 
er, emerged from his shop in the 
Strand wearing a silk hat and was 
promptly surrounded by an astonished 
mob of such proportions that he was 
arrested and charged before the Lord 
Mayor, with inciting to riot. The of- 
ficer who arrested Hetherington testl- 
fied that he appeared upon a publio 
highway wearing upon his head a tall 
silk structure, which he culled a silk 
hat, having a shiny luster, and calcue 
lated to frighten timid people. Sever 
al women fainted at the unusual sigh’ 
while children screamed, dogs yelpe 
and a young son of Cordwainer Thom. 
as who was returning from a chande 
ler's shop, was thrown down by the 
crowd which collected and had his arm 
broken. The defendant pleaded that 
he was merely exercising a right, pos 
sessed by every Englishman, to appear 
in any head-dress he chose, and had 
not violated any law. He was, nev- 
ertheless, bound over in $2,500 to keep 
the peace, This verdict aroused the 
wrath of \he Times. In its issue of 
January 16, 1797, the hat worn by 
Hetherington is described as an ad- 
vance in dress reform, and one which 
is bound sconer or later to stamp its 
character upon the entire community. 
The new hat is destined to work a re- 
volution in headgear, and we think 
the officers of the Crown erred in 
placing the defendant under arrest,

Salving the Remnant of Wrecks and 
Smitten Vessels. 


“Can she b> ealved?” is the ques 
fon the man in the strect ashe on 
hearing of a shipping catastrophe. 

Will it pay to salve herf’ 
question of the ealvage officer. 

With the scientific methods, made 
possible by modern invention, a vea« 
sel can always be salved if th> pros. 
agg of reward be sufficiently great 

justify such measures. 

The salvage steamer is a personality 
among ships. Most of those working 
from the British coast are composite 
built — i.e, wooden hulls on. steel 
frames. The wooden hull possesses 
many advantages, principal of which 
is that it is far less likely t) ba dam. 
aged by bumping against the wreck 
than is a steel one, and so éan stay 
by the wreck during weather which 
would compel a metal-hulled vessel to 
stand off.

SMALLEST OF CANADA'S NATION 
AL FARKS IS MOST UNIQUE. 


Place to the West of Port Arthur 
Where Canada Joins With th 
U. S. For the Preservation ¢ 


Timber and Game, Is a Primevé 
Wilderness Untouched Since Pierr 
de la Veranderye Crossed It.

United States, Canada has establish 
ed a game preserve in ths great ut 
inhabited region west of Port Arthu 
which, if the present policy of' bot! 
will b

spoken of fifty years from now as ort 
of the few great districts in whicl 
conditions are practically the sant 


as before the coming of the white man 
snown as the Quetico Forest Re 
serve, this natural park, although th: 


smallest of Canada’s five districts it 
which game is protected the’ yeal 
round, is one of the most remark 
able and unique. Lying nearly mid 
way between Port Arthur and- Lakt 
of the Woods, it remains to-day as # 
was when Picrre de la Verandery¢ 
passed through it two hundred ‘yeart 
ago, the first white man to trave 
from the “Soo’’ to the great plains a 
western Canada. Below it, and ot 
either side, civilization has claimed 
its own, but, except for five rangert 
and game wardens and a few ven 
turesome tourists, the district re 
inains unknown, untenanted Will 
animals are unmolested th yeat 
round, and the number of moose it 

reasing so rapidly thet the’ park 
undoubtedly can claim the distinction 
of being the greatest moose country 
in the world. 

Th reserve, set aside three yeart 
a has many things in its favor. Ta 
t} orth the wilderness stretches 
to the end of the continent. Three 
railr now pass north of it, but, 
ex ong tne lines of steel, there 
fre no inhabitants. South of it is the 
United States, where an even greater 


district has been set aside for ths 
reservation of timber and the preser 
va n of game. 

«Mast and west is a similar wilder. 
ness Eastward, one could travel 
nearly as far as the width of the re 


serve itself before encountering signs 
of civilization. Westward, there is 
nlso a great district with only a few 
fnhabitants. The reserve is only fifty- 
| seven miles long and forty wide, con 
taining something over a_ million 
A but all around it is a huge 
1 ict in which conditions are much 
the same as within its Lorders 
Thus, the establishment of the ree 
serve means that game will thrive 
in a district much greater than the 
reserve itself. When the moose: has 
become a rare animal in many places 


tourist will be able to see as many 
twenty in a day in the Quetico. 
Deer are increasing, now that wolves 
are being exterminated; “while only 
a little way to the north cre caribou, 
which come down in bands in the 
winter Fur-bearing animals, trap- 
ped by Indians before the establish- 
ment of the reserve, are increasing 
while the lakes and streams are ex 
cellent fishing grounds. In time, when 
black bass have been planted in the 
clear, deep lakes, and speckled trout 
added to the streams, Quetico will 
be known as one of the greatest fish- 
ing districts xn the continent. 

The reserve has a beauty peculiar 
to“that great district in which it lies. 
Between Port Arthur and Manitoba

| the area of water is nearly as great 
In Quetic 


as that of land. this holds 


true. and, within its comparatively 
small limits, one could spend six 
months in a canoe and then not see 
the last of the lakes and streama. 
Many are not on the map, the geo- 
logical survey having traced only 
the larger bodies of water. 

On Quetico Lake are large standg 
of timber sucl und in 
th n > filled 
wi nds, and the 
Laurentian granite has given to the 
shores a rugged and picturesque as- 
pect which adds to its wildness and 
beauty. 

The reserve is bisected by the fam. 
ed Dawson route, over which early 
ettlers in Manitoba passed on their 
way to the prairies. Remains of the 
piers and steamboats are still to be 
seen in some places—relics of the 


days when western Canada was un- 
known and when it was not believed 
that steel rails would ever replace 
the wide-cut portages and steam. 
boats on the lakes. Over this route 
Lord Wolseley took his troops to quell 
the first Riel rebeliion, In two places 


there are relics of once-flourishing 
Hudson Bay posts. 

The Quetico Forest Reserve is in 
charge of Col. D. Douglas Young, 


formerly of the Canadian militia, and 
in command of the 200 Canadian sol- 
diers sent to Selkirk and Dawson te 
preserve order in the historic days of 
98. The colonel hes hunted’ and 
fished in many parts of Canada and 
Kurope and is perfectly at home in 
the wild region over which he now 
rules. Headquarters on the reserve 
were established nearly two years 
ago, and Cclonel Young's staff of six 
men is now patrolling the great dis. 
trict entrusted to its care. Canoe- 
ists in the summer are supervised in 
their journey through the reserve, 
and in winter poaching trappers from 
the American ride, both Indian and 


white, are driven outside the boun- 
| daries. 
The establishment of the head 


quarters was a difficult task, as the 
nearest railroad point was six milee 
from the reserve. It was necessary 
to cut roads and portages and hau! 
and raft Jumber and other building 
material and equipment through the 
forest and across lakes to the beauti- 
ful spot on the east shore of Frenck 
Lake upon which the buildings stand. 

Log houses were erected, a huge 
home for the wardens, an office build- 
ing for the head warden, a stable and 
other small buildings, A large space 
for a garden has been cleared, and 
it is planned to erect @ residence fos
